„SHORT HISIORY OT THE LtrOKHOW UNIVERSITY- 


\The idea of starting a University at Lucknow wfi* 
first mooted by the Hou’blc Raja Sir Mohammad Ali 
Mohammad Khan, Khan Bahadur, K. C. 1. E., of 
Mahmudabad, who contributed an article to the 
columns of “ The Pioneer ” urging the foundation of 
a University at Jmeknow. A little later His Honour 
Sir Harcourt Butler, K. C. S. L, K. C. I. E., was ap- 
pointed Lieutenant-Governor of the United Provinces, 
and his < well-known interest in all matters under his 
jurisdiction, and especially in matters educational, 
gave jfi'esh life and vigour to the proposal' Thc'fii'st 
steps to bring the University into being were taken 
when n General Committee of Educationalists and 
persons intei’ested in University Education, appointed 
for the pur^pose, met in Confei'cnce at Government 
House, Lucknow,' on the 10th November, 1919. At 
this meeting His Honour, who was in the chair, out- 
lined the proposed scheme for the New University. A 
discussion followed, and it was resolved that Lucknow 
Universit)' should be a Unitary, Teaching, aiidllesi- 
dential University, of the kind recommended by the 
Calcutta ‘University Commission, 1919, and should 
consist of Faculties of Arts, including Oriental Studies. 
Science, Medicine, Law, etc. A number of otherTeso- 
lutions were also passed and six sub-committees were 
formed . five of them to consider questions connected 
with the University and one to consider thfe arrange-!^' 
raents'for providing Intermediate? Education. These 
suh-comrnittees met during the months of November 
andfUecember, 1919, and January, 1920. and the re- 
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ports of their meetings were inid before n second Con- 
ference of the General Commitlee at Luctiiofr on Sdtis 
.Tnnnarv, 1 9^0 ; their proceedings o-cre considered and 
discussed, and the repoi-ts of five of the suh-coni- 
mittces were, subject to certain amendments, confirnsed 
Tlic question of the incorporation of the Medical Col- 
lege in the University, hovie\er, was for the time being 
left open for the expie-«sion of opinion. At the close 
of tbe Conference donations of one lakh each from lha 
Rajas of Jlahmudabad and Jchangiiabad were an- 
nounced. ^

The lesolutions of the first Confei-ence together udth 
the I’ocominendations of the sub- committees ns confirm-, 
edjat the second Confeience were laid before a meeting 
of the Senate of the Allahabad University on the 12tli 
March. 1920, and it was decided ,to .appoint n sub- 
committee to consider them and report to tbo Senate. 
The report of the sub-committee was considered at an 
extraordinary meeting of tlio Senate on the 7 th ’August, 
1920. at which the Chancellor presided, and the scheme 
was geneialiy approved. In the meantune the difS- 
culi^r of incoiqiorating the Medical College in the Uni- 
versity had been removed. During the month of i April 
^Ir C. F. de la Fosse^ the then Director of Public In- 
struction, United Provinces, diew up a Draft Bill fof 
the csUiblishment of the Lucknow University whicli 
vros introduced in, the Legislative Council on the ISth 
August, 1 920. It was th^en leferied to a Select Com- 
mittee which suggested a numbei of amendments, the" 
most important being the libeiahsmg of the constitu- 
tion of the various University bodies and the inclusion 
of a Faculty of Comnieice ; this Bill in an amended 
form, was passed bj tlie Council on 8th October, 1920.

Teacliing in the 
Faculties of Arts, Science, Commerce, and Law is 
being done in tlie Canning College, and teaching , in 
the Faculty of Medicine in the King George’s Medi- 
cal College and Hospital. The Canning College was 
handed over to the University on the 1st July, 1922, 
although previous to this dale the buildings, equi])- 
ment, staff, etc,, belonging to the Canning College had 
been ungrudgingly' placed at the disposal of the Uni- 
versity for the purposes of teaching and residence. 
The King George’s Medical College and the King 
George’s Hospital were transferred by the Government 
to the Univei'sit}' on the -Ist March, 1921.
